“vival With Their Restoration °
~ " to Nermal Status

FAVQHS' RATE STABILIZATION
Wilmington, Del., March 16.—Elisha

Lee, vieo president of the Pennaylvania
Railroad Bystem, in an address hére to-
day. befors the Rotary Club, pointed
the road to a revival of business pros-
perity and emphasized the importance of
the rallronds and the railroad problem
on a restoration of normal trade condi-
tions in the country.

*'Thers can be no real return of pros-
perity, '* said ‘Mr. Lee, “‘untll thers Iy
& resumption of effective demwnd for

and comenodities—of a buying
power that will' measure up much more
fdequately than 1: present to the pro-
ductive capacity of our industries, mines
and farms, start must be madc
nomewhere,

‘“The key to the situation, I believe
will be found in a general realization of
the truth that our rallroads must iend
the Natfon back to prosperity. [If this
is true, it follows that the country must
accord them a full and fair opportunity
80 _to do."’

Mr. Lee cnlled attention to the fact
that the railroads of this muntﬁom-
ploy at the present time about 1,850,000
workers whose wages are §£3,000,000,000
n year. With their families, he #aid
they account for pgobably 8,000,
people, - directly supported {7 the rail«
rond payrolls. Normally ten ronds spend
somewhere in the neighborhood of $2,-

L000,000 n year for fuel, materials,
equipment, ete.

““Most of this moncy,'’ sald Mr. Lee,
“yltimately finds its way Into wages,
and quite possibly supports upward of
1,000,000 workers' families, or say an-
other 4,000,000 or 5,000,000 persons al«
together. Add these to the 8,000,000 di-
rectly o dent on the rallvond pay-
rolls, and we have a total of 12,000,000
or more of our population living on the
cxpf{ulltn,m of the railronds.

‘"Nothing could help the general busi-
ness situation more at the present time
than' n prompt ensing of the financinl
position of the railroads, which would
permit them to enter the equipment and
material markets ngain on a liberal
weale, start making up their deferred
maintenance and resume the construc-
tion of the new lines and facilities which
have so long been held in abeyance, It
would be like the breath of new life tv
our industries nnd thelr working forces,

‘‘Personaily, I am an optimist on the
rallronds for the long pull, just na I am
on the country ns a whole; one ls not
separable from the other. DBut the rall-
ronds are not yet well. They are only
hopefully convalescing and will still need
skillful and tender nursing to rcbuild
their net earning power and fully re-
store their eredit.

“*We hear a good deal about the ur-
gency of the need for getting railroad
rates down as quickly as possible, 1
freely concede the advantage of tranme
portation ut the cheapest price whith is
compatible with good wservice and rall-
rond prosperity. But lower rates, nas
an immedinte step, do not compare in
m-gmmr with the necessity for protect-
ing railrond solveney  and, reconstructe
ing n brond basis of rai'road credlt.

“*A far greater immediate need than
lower rates is a stabiligation of rutes,
What is holding back business at the
present time is not so much the fact
that rates are what they are today as
it is the fact that no one knows what
they will be a few months hence. Such
a condition “Tonkes many forms of com-
mercinl enterprise more a gnnble than
a business undertaking. With rutes
stabilized, business men wpuld know
where they stood and could safely go
alient] and make their plans accordingly.
